Forcible Castor Oil Dosing 
May Lead to Conflict 
in Cuba 


HAVANA. D«. 13 (AP>.—A Fu- 
cist-derived "cure** for political foes 
mstor oil, forcibly administered— 
tonight had Cuba's two most pow< 
erful armed factions apparently on 
the verge of open conflict. 

The old enmity between Colonel 
Pulgencio Batista's Cuban Army 
and the well-organised AH.C. So¬ 
ciety. flared into new bitterness 
the AH.C.'s central eommlttee 
charged U>at last night's raid on 
the offices'‘of the AJB.C. newspaper 
Acclon. and the dosing of nine em< 
ployees with castor oil. waa Govern* 
ment-lnspired. 

*'A declaration of war,** the com* 
mlttee termed the act. asserting it 
constituted an “outrage against 
civlllsatton.** 

Batista's enemies this morning 
hurled accusations of tyranny, die* 
tatorship and official terrorism at 
Mm as President Carlos Mendleta’i 
Government. cognizant of the wide¬ 
spread reports that an armed up¬ 
rising is imminent, continued ex¬ 
traordinary precautions to keep the 
peace. 

Meanwhile, observers feared the 
castor oil Incident—the first phy¬ 
sical conflict in the feud between 
the Army and the A.B.C.-a-might 
prove to be the bombshell leading 
to open battle.

A comprehensive review of early 
and current history of Austrian af¬ 
fairs, both ecocwmic and political, 
was given by Frederick H. Sowsrd. 
associate professor of history at the 
University of British Columbia, to 
a large audience at the Oirls’ Cen¬ 
tral School here last night. 

His lecture theme was "Unhappy 
Austria.** and was presented under 
the auspices of the University Ex¬ 
tension Association. Prof. E 8. 
nuT acting as chairman. 

EARLIER HISTORY 

Commencing with the empire's 
early history under the rule of the 
Hapsburgs, Professor Soward. step 
by step, traced the happenings 
within and without the empire up 
to the recent assassination of Chan¬ 
cellor Dolfuss. Austria has always 
had a makeshift policy of diiriomacy, 
but seems to have muddled along 
fairly well until the break-up of 
the empire following the Orest 
War, when she was beset with 
trouMea within her own boundaries, 
and oppressed 1^ nations on thei 
outside. Professor Soward pointed 
out. 

Austria can truly be called the 
“sick man of Europe.*' and replaces 
Belgium as the j^voi of Oentrsl 
European politics. How near Aus¬ 
tria came to being a second war- 
tom Belgium. Profeoor Soward 
showed when he said: "Had the 
Austrian Legion st Munich marched 
across the Austrian frontier st the 
time of the murder of Dolfuss, there 
would have been war In Austria, 
azxl she would have become the 
Belgium of Europe.** 

DANGER TO PEACE 

Expressing the opinions held by 
most political writers of affairs in 
Central Europe. Professor Soward 
pointed out two of the dangers to 
the peace of Europe as ItalUn 
intervenUon and the restoration of 
the Hapsbnrg dynasty. Gf the first, 
there now seems but little probabil¬ 
ity. and of the latter there Is hope 
in the known fact that, ao long as 
the Little Entente opposes the resto¬ 
ration of the Hapsburgs. Austria will 
not take that risk. He fully reeog 
nizes the difficulties surrounding 
“Unhappy Austria.** and the com¬ 
plexity of emotions of the various 
parties within the federal aUte. but 
he is also ready to lend credence to 
the belief that Austria arlll continue 
to "muddle through." In spite of 
herself srd her people. 

The lecture was a very carefully- 
worded analysis of the situation In 
Central Europe, and the apprecla- 
tl<m of the audience was generously 
expressed in the applause. The 
populsnty of Professor Soward with 
' Victoria audiences was evident from | 
the large number attending lasti 
night.

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CIVIC ELECTIONS 




Mayor David Leemlnf deserves every con¬ 
gratulation on hU victory at the yoils yesterday, 
which means his commencement, next year, of his 
fourth term of oAce. There is no doubt that his 
regime Is approved by the people and in a sub 
stantial way. and with Justice, for he is an able 
and efficient Mayor who has devoted whole- 
souled effort to municipal- Una nee a and in the 
promotion of methods for increasing civic pros¬ 
perity. No doubt the Mayor’s initiative in creat¬ 
ing a Tourist Traffic Development Association 
had something to do with his overwhelming 
success at the polls. That is a move which com¬ 
mends itself to the ciUsens, which promises the 
carrying out of plans that will inure to civic 
advantage. The co-operative effort already put 
into the preparation of those plans is an excellent 
augury of their success. Hearty congratulations 
must be tendered to Mayor Leeming in the re 
newed vote of confidence the people have given 
him. 

The competition for places on the aldermanlc 
board was by no means as keen as in many pre¬ 
vious years. There was a very light vote polled. 
All the sitting aldermen who sought re-election 
haeo boon successful, which is a tribute to the 
polkilas of the regime over which Mayor Leeming 
presides. Messrs. J. D. Hunter. Walter Luney, 
James Adam and A. McOavin will continue their 
labors, and the only new face on the Council will 
be ihat of Mr. A. Wills, a newspaperman who has 
bemi active for several years past in matters 
affecting civic progress and who should be a 
soune of strength on the aldermanlc board.

natural ability and his powers of expression, and 
especUlly of persuasion, have bsro cuHIvatad 
with unremitting persistence and hard work. As 
a consequence, Mr. McOeer’s oratory is of such a 
fluent and ^lUlant character as to conceal from 
his captivated hearers, fo^the moment at least, 
the very dilutable quality of much of the reas¬ 
oning he employs. 

What can an audience do but applaud Mr. 
McOeer to the very echo when, under the spell 
of the magician, they contemplate the picture of 
the citizen of Vancouver whose home has been 
sold over>his head for taxes levied to pay interest 
to the coupon-clipping capitalist from whom the 
citizens of Vancouver borrowed money! “Here are 
two men. equally indiutrious and thrifty,** says 
Mr. McOeer in effect. 'They save their money. 
One puts his savings into a house and lot; the 
other buys a bond. Are you going to tell me.’ 
asks the orator with fine scorn, “that the bond¬ 
holder’s claim to his interest is more sacred than 
that of the householder to his home, that the 
latter Is to be turned Into the street in order that 
the former may get his interest’* An appeal like 
this is very telling, especially if it is barbed with 
such terms as coupon-clipping, usury, the money 
barons of 8t. James Street, and the money 
changers of the Temple. 

If financial and economic problems are to be 
settled by perfervid emotional appeals of this 
kind it might be well to divide our sympathy 
equitably between the householder and the bond¬ 
holder. The citizens of Vancouver and of other 
cities have been over-extravagant and even reck¬ 
less. There has been unwarranted civic expendi¬ 
ture. Householders have voted light-heartedly 
for big bond Issues when times were good, or 
seemed good. They are equally to blame with the 
bond brokers and bond buyers who encouraged 
their folly by providing the funds. Adjustment is 
now the order of the day. not by compulsion and 
arbitrary measures, but by compromise and ar¬ 
rangement. 

The lessons we are now learning by hard ex¬ 
perience should last us for a decade at least. 
During that period while paying dearly for the 
extravagances of the past, perhaps the ratepayers 
will exercise some restraint in issuing new de¬ 
bentures. and perhaps bond brokers will use 
better Judgment in advising their clients in regard 
to invesUng their money In munlclpaUties whose 
ablUty to pay U strictly limited. In the meantime 
what U urgently needed in British Columbia's

NEIGHBORLY CO-OFERA'nON IN BOOKS

Co-operation is the dominant idea in the plan 
of the regional Union Library which is being 
presented to Up-Island communities. Concerted 
action by the residents of Fraser Valley has given 
them a book service that is a satisfactory demon¬ 
stration to other parts of the Province of the ad¬ 
vantages of unified effort. Co-operation is the 
very essence of libraries, even of the simplest sort, j 
A group of neighbors in a country district com¬ 
bine to purchase a book apiece, to be in turn 
passed to every member. They are acting on the 
same principle as are the citizens of Victoria, 
when they pay taxes and elect a board of directors 
to ensure to every citizen access to the sixty thou¬ 
sand or mor4 broks of the larger urban neigh¬ 
borhood. 

The regional Union Library is framed on the 
principle of neighborly co-operation and is dis 
tinguished by its inclusiveness and its technique; 
It operates over a larger area than the city library 
and embraces, not one, but scores of groups of 
neighbors. School district and rural munlci- 
psdiUes combine in a co-operative scheme, under 
which book resources are pooled for the advan- 
. The technique of 
thla exchange is a recent development in library 
service. It centres on the library van which goes 
up and down the whole area exchanging books 
from group to group, so that a continual current 
of fresh reading matter flows within reach of the 
farthest resident in the library area. 'There are 
about 100 auch groups in the Fraser Valley Union 
Library. 

The likelihood of success In obtaining a union 
library will depend on a mentality of neighborll- 
neas throughout the area involved. The required 
spirit Is embodied In the scriptural Injunction. 
“Look not every man on his own things but also 
on the things of others." In the Up-Island proj¬ 
ect, with which our readers are moat concerned, 
book-lovers have a chance to unite in extending 
the benefits of books to every Up-Island resident. 
Including the children. The existing library as¬ 
sociations should seize the opportunity to enlarge 
their operations by merging into the total acheme. 
These libraries possess more than 10.000 volumes 
that are at present localized to a limited area. 

By means of the library van this wealth would 
become available to every community from 
Shawnlgan to Courtenay, Cumberland and the 
AlbemU. What is required Is a neighborly atti¬ 
tude, a co-operative mentality throughout that 
area. Given the desirable spirit and hard work, 
the Fraser Valley success eaa be repeated on 
Vancouver Island. ^

EVANGELISM IS 
CilWNEED 

Dean Quainton Addresses 
Victoria West Forum on 
“Liberating Layman” 

“Evangelism is the main task of 
the church. For the past ten years 
our leaders have been calling up to 
this work, but the church does not 
to be able to get a move cn.[ 

We are not yet adequately engaged 
In evangelism." said Dean Quainton. 

In the course of a challenging 
address he gave before the Victoria 
West Community FYmun. in the 
Victoria Wwt United Church, last 
night. 

His subject. “Liberating the Lay* 
an." had been suggested, said the 
speaker, by Dr. J. R. Mott’s book. 

"UbersUng the Lsy Forces of 
Christianity." from which he ooca- 
slonally quoted. While indicating 
the immense potentlaliUes of service 
reposing within the lay body of the 
church, he maintained that these 
were very Insufficiently tapped, and 
indicated three particulars in 
spect of which the layman needed' 
liberation: in his personal life, in' 
the liberation of his purse and in! 
the liberation of his tongue to 
wttnem for Christ. 

FRACTION8 DO WORK 
The Dean quoted Dr. Mott, that' 
nine-tenths of the work of the 
church is done by one-tenth of the 
lay membership," to fortify his own! 
argument that there were great' 
reeources of evangelical strength 
still untapped in the church. a| 
fretiuent criticism heard from thej 
layman was: “Why doesn't the' 
church do so and so’ when be! 
should be doing some seif-searching 
•nd saying “Why don't I do ao 
and ao?" 

Although supposed to be free 
many men were fettered, slaves to 
sex. money, or the problems of 
human relationships. ClvtUzation 
hsd made great strides in some, 
respects, such as the ability to pro-: 
duce food and manufacture ar-' 
tides; but the inside life, the 
spiritual life, had not kept pace 
with the material. The same with 
the church, and with the individual.

Peiplnc and other Chinese etties rs- 
gardinf ‘‘fancy dress.’* the Metro- 
poUtan Police Board and the Bureau 
of Social Affairs of Nanking haee 
published a set of regulattena out- 
liniBg what may and what may not 
be worn by the women of the na- 
ttanal capital. 

These refulaUona provide that 
long gowns shaU not toueh

Women 
must dress their hair in such a way 
■o that it will not faU below the 
edge of the collar. If shorU are 
worn, the coat must be long enoidh 
to corer the hips. The regulations 
lay special emphasis on the clauas 
prohibittlng women from appeartag 
In public droassd only in ahiru and 
slippers.

While them regulations are a)n»lt- 
cable to the women of Nanking in 
general, women employees of Ode- 

emment will— ■ ■■n nfgftxhmrm of 

the facultim and studenU IGa Uli 
girls’ schoOli must obey two other 
regulations. Them regulations abso¬ 
lutely forbid the tinting of finger 
nails and hair waring.

After s tooth hka sched. the 
*‘horse has been stolen." The fset! 
that the tooth has sched shows 
4hat the dsmsge has been do ne . 

Dr. Howard R Raper. In "The 
New Aim In the Care of the Teeth." 
states that while the special X-ray! 
examination which reveals the cavl-j 
Ues In sU the teeth will not ssve thej 
particular tooth that has sched. It 
wiU protect e^wry tooth thst hss not 
sched. 

Cavities In the teeth must, of 
course, be found before they can be 
filled. CsvlUca on the exposed por¬ 
tions of the teeth, front and back, 
may readily be seen, but how about 
the hidden surfaces, the surfaces In 
between the teeth? 

There Is no question but s num¬ 
ber of these cavities cannot be seen 
by the dentist by the usual method 
of examination. Those using a new 
method of X-ray examination have 
been able to detect cavlUcs that 
have escaped the moat careful 
examination of the dentUt using 
only his eyes and the little mirror 
he puts In behind the teeth. 

Some ides of the value of the 
X-rsy examination of the side sur¬ 
faces of the teeth, as compared with 
just using the eye and mirror, may 
be gathered from the case of a 
young woman, twenty years age. 
with good-looking teeth. An X-ray | 
examination, which included the 
side surfaces of the teeth, revealed 
one large cavity, two medlum-slaed 
cavities, two very small cavities, one 
filling with decay going on under¬ 
neath it, one filling improperly 
placed—seven findings In all. 

After the X-ray examination of 
the patient, a group of dentlsu 
examined the patient by simply 
using the eye. mlrrw. or other In- 
struntents. and only two of the find' 
ings were found, and then by only 
two of the group. 

This method of X-ray examina¬ 
tion takes a picture of both the 
upper and Ipwer teeth, together, 
and Is meant to try to locate cavl- 
Ues and so save the teeth, whereas 
the ususl X-ray examination Is to 
try to locate infection. 

Dr. Raper points out that this 
newer method of X-ray examlnaUon 
‘xamlnlnk the inner or adjoining 
sides of the teeth—also reveals the 
beginning of pyorrhoea.
